His testimony confirms the original 
stories of Mr. Watson, when Mu ihall 
first broke into p rint, that he had 
been emp loy ed by a coijlhittee of one 
hu ndred which had been 
organized 
to attemp t to get throu gh congress a 
bill for a tariff commission and that 
the National Association of Manu ­ 
factu rers had nothing to do with the 
emp loy ment of Mr. Watson. 
He said that Watson was to hav e 
$250 a week, su p p osedly for two or 
three weeks, 
bu t as 
long as they 
chose to keep him. 
As a matter of 
fact, howev er, his emp loy ment, once 
begu n, stru ng along 
u ntil he was 
p aid a total of $3,7 50. 
Miles testified that he, p ersonally , 
was op p osed to the 
emp loy ment of

Congress, and came to Washington 
of that mind, bu t the ex ecu tiv e com­ 
mittee of the National Tariff Com­ 
mission Association conv inced him of 
Watson’s sincerity and ability to ad­ 
v ance the cau se.

These measures are the standard 
measures for fruits, vegetables and

scale must be inspected

standards used by the inspector in 
making the tests are to be submitted 
to a te st by the state commission at 
least once in two years.

The old-time tacks in the counter 


of a dry goods store for measuring 
purposes are 110 longer permitted by 
the state, under 
the 
weights 
and 
m easures law. 
H. E. Barnard, state 
food and drug inspector, who is also 
state commissioner of weights and 
m easures, has issued a pamphlet con­ 
taining' instructions to county and 
city sealers, in which is set forth 
the m c w weights and measures law, 
also the rules and regulations pre­ 
pared by himself for the guidance of 
the inspectors. 
Instead of driving tacks 
in 
the 
counter for measuring dry 
goods, 
the measuring must now be done with 
some other measuring device, such as 
a yard stick, steel tape, etc. A varia­ 
tion of not more than one-thirty-sec­ 
ond of an inch is allowable in a yard 
of measured m aterial, measured with 
a tape 
Is other words, the m easur­ 
ing must be accurate, and the pur­ 
chaser must get what he pays for. On 
all measures of length except tape, 
th e tolerance is three-thtrty-seconds 
of an inch to the yard.

marmalade. 
Cueumis melo and ci­ 
trullus vulgaris 
are 
the 
scientific 
names respectively of the nmskmelon 
and the watermelon. 
No one is likely to deny that this 
is the open season 011 these two pop- 
I ular products of the truck patches. 
The local grocers 
state 
that 
they 
never saw the market better. Rush­ 
ville is consuming a fourth of a car 
load of watermelons a day now, and 
muskmelons are in even greater de­ 
mand. 
The watermelon market has been 
booming for about two weeks—ever 
since Indiana melons began to come 
in. 
The muskmeion market has been 
good all summer. It is said that the 
quality of these fruits 
was 
never 
finer than it is this jpenr. 
Not many persons stop to find them 
out hut there are a lot of interesting 
facts about muskmelons and w ater­ 
melons. 
The muskmeion is an annual trail­ 
ing herb which has been introduced 
by raan into all tropical, sub-tropical 
and many temperate climates. 
The 
beginning of its use as an article of 
food is lost iu the mists of antiquity. 
It is known that the muskmeion or­ 
iginated in Asia, probably in south­ 
ern China or Iudia* 
There are num­ 
erous varieties of it, the best known 
of which are the eantaloupensis (the 
cantaloupes, or rock melons) and the 
reticulatus (the nutmeg^ or 
netted 
meloas.) 
During the closing decade of the 
nineteenth century the demand for 
highly 
flavored 
muskmelons 
was 
greatly increased by the appearance 
in toe eastern m arkets of the Kocky- 
ford melon, a small fruit 
grown in 
Colorado. 
Its appearance in 
large 
quantities drew public attention to 
numerous other melons of high flavor, 
and brought 011 their cultivation ow 
an extensive scale. 
The 
Roekyford 
melon continues a grot favorite and 
Colorado is still the great cantaloupe 
state, but the 
Imperial 
valley 
in 
southern California is producing in 
| large quantities muskmelons of un­ 
surpassed excellence. 
Anyone could guess of what) coun­ 
try the watermelon is a native. 
Of 


Africa, of course. 
The colored race 
and the waU rmelon have been closely 
associated as far back as the history 
of either of them extends. 
The watermelon, like 
the 
musk­ 
meion, has been introduced into many 
climates. 
I11 the United States, 
the 
principal 
watermelon 
producing 
states are Georgia and Colorado, but 
watermelons are grown extensively in 
all southern states, and 
some 
of 
short 
season 
varieties 
have been 
grown successfully as f a r north 
as 
Michigan and Ontario. 
The watermelon has much 
better 
shipping qualities than the muskmei­ 
on, since the tough-rined kinds may 
be placed in ears two or more feet 
deep the smaller specimens upon the 
bottom, and shipped long distances. 
Muskmelons, being 
more 
delicate, 
must be barreled or crated. 
Both muskmelons and watermelons 


are used exclusively in the raw state, 
and have no by-products such as su­ 


gar, viaegar, syrup or brandy. Su­ 
gar has been made from watermelons 


in some warm countries, though not 
on an exteitsive scale. 
Watermelons 


have been grown which weighed 
75 


pounds, but the average weight is not 


more than half that much.

Th e second 
class is coarser wools and oomeEs h air. 
Th is is to be admitted free u nder th e 
L a Follette bill. 


W ash ington, Au g. 23 .—A commu ni­ 
cation from Secretary of State W. J. 
Bry an, read in th e cau cu s of th e h ou se 
Democrats, indorsing th e adm inistra­ 
tion banking and cu rrency bill and ex ­ 
pressing 
disapprov al 
of 
proposed 
amendments by Representativ e Henry 
of Tex as and oth er radicals, cau sed a 
big stir. 
Th e letter was read as th e 
climax of a speech made by Represen­ 
tativ e Gla’Ss of Virginia, in ch arge of 
th e bill, wh o lash ed th e insu rgents 
wh ile th e conserv ativ e elem ent ap­ 
plau ded. 
Wh ile Mr. Bry an was appearing in 
th e role of a “regu lar,” Ch amp Clark, 
speaker of th e h ou se and a candidate 
for th e presidential nomination before 
th e Baltimore conv ention last y ear, 
h owev er, was taking h is place among 
th e iinsu rgents. 
He v oted against th e 
adm inistration 
and 
th e Underwood 
leadersh ip. 
Bu t wh ile th e Underwood leadersh ip, 
aided by Bry an, was su ccessfu l in de­ 
feating th e attem pt to incorporate in 
th e banking bill legislation aimed at 
interlocking directors, it was obliged 
to make concessions wh ich commit th e 
party to su ch anienactm ent. A resolu ­

I think it has been ten or more 
years since the 
people 
of 
Rush 
county enjoyed a good old fashioned 
Old Settlers meeting and the time 
for another meeting on the style of 
those held during, the seventies 
is 
now ripe and with a litW effort on 
the part of those interested can be 
made one of the nicest and most 
fruitful of good in the history of the 
pioneers of Rush county. 
While it is true none of the pio­ 
neers remain who entertained forty- 
four years ago, there are many of

old settlers meeting but would he a 
feature of entertainment of interets 
as no two would write alike or use 
the same language in expressing their 
thoughts.

IIIS is th e tale of a wrong th at 
rankled and a great revenge.

h elmet. 
In th e same way woman is featured 
as th e world’s great trouble worker— 
anoth er relic of mediaeval times, due to 
th e fact th at we read too many books. 
Th e best sh e gets now is second place. 
Undoubtedly sh e play ed th e leading 
role in th e earlier, idler day s, and th at 
may be wh y h er image is linked with 
th e modern sy mbol of all th at is most 
fraugh t with struggle: th at may be 
wh y th e almigh ty dollar bears th e 
likeness of h er h ead. 
If y ou disagree with me th us far. do 
not read wh at follows, for to y ou th e 
story will be flat and unconvincing.

Likewise, if

for unless 1 ch ange my mind as 1 go 
along th e paragraph above will con­ 
tain th e last gentle reference to h er 
name. 
All of wh ich may lead y ou to 
th ink th is a true story and h ence un­ 
worth y of perusal. 
It begau at th e time Henry Hanford 
went with 
th e General 
Eq uipment 
company , a y oung salesman, full of 
h ope and a somewh at ex aggerated idea 
of h is owu importance. 
Me was sell­ 
ing sh ears, punch es and oth er mach in­ 
ery used in th e fabrication of struc­ 
tural steel. 
In h is territory th e works 
of th e Atlantic Bridge company , a 
great plant of rumbling, h ollow budd­ 
ings. sbakeu by th e plaint of tortured 
metal, stuck up like a sore th umb, for. 
wh ile it employ ed many rneu and Its 
contracts were among th e largest, th e 
General Eq uipmeut company bad nev­ 
er sold it any th ing. 
Hanford convinced h imself th at It 
needed more modern mach inery , so h e 
laid siege to Jackson Wy lie. Sr.. th e 
presideut aud practical owner,

Get 
y our proposition into sh ape and make 
th is same talk to th em.” 
Hanford went away elated; h e even 
bragged a bit to th e office, and th e re­ 
port got around among th e oth er sales­ 
men th at Hanford h ad really done th e 
impossible and pulled off someth iug 
big. 
It was a busy month for th at 
y oung gentleman, and wh en th e red 
letter day arrived at last h e went on 
to Newark to find both Wy lies await­ 
ing h im. 
“Well. sir. are y ou prepared to make 
a good argument?” th e elder man in­ 
q uired.

Hanford decided th at th ree 
month s was not long to put iu on work 
of th is magnitude, after all. 
“I want y ou to do y our best.” th e 
bridge builder continued encouraging­ 
ly , th en led Tlifciford into th e direct­ 
ors* room, wh ere, to h is visitor’s aston­ 
ish ment, h e beh eld fifty men seated. 
“Th ese are our salesmen.” announced 
Mr. Wy lie. 
He introduced Hanford 
with th e req uest th at th ey listeu in­ 
tently to wh at h e h ad to say . 
It was rath er nervous work, for 
Hanford 
was y oung, but 
h e soou 
warmed up to it. lie stood on h is feet 
for two long h ours pleading as if for 
h is life. 
He went over th e Atlantic 
plant from end to end. sh owed th e 
economical necessity of new mach in­ 
ery , th eu ex plained th e efficiency of 
h is own appliances. 
He took, rival 
ty pes and picked th em to pieces, point­ 
ing out th eir inferiority . 
He sh owed 
h is familiarity with bridge work by 
going into figures wh ich conclusively 
demonstrated th at th e Atlantic’s out­ 
put could be increased at a saving, 
th en proved th at th e General Eq uip­ 
ment company w as th e one concern 
best fitted to effect th e improvement. 
It h ad taken th ree month s of unre­ 
mitting toil to prepare h imself for th is 
ex position, but th e y oung man felt th at 
h e h ad made h is case. 
Wh en h e took 
up th e cost of th e proposed install­ 
ment. h owever, Mr. Jackson Wy lie, Sr., 
interrupted.

He sent h is son, or 
Jackson Wy lie “th e second." as h e 
was known since h e h ad become a 
partner, to Loudon armed with th e 
strongest sort of letters to almost ev­ 
ery body iir England from almost ev­ 
ery body iu America. 
Two 
weeks 
later—th e 
Patterson 
Bridge company was not so aggressive 
as its more pretentious rival—Heury 
Hanford went abroad on th e same 
mission, but Hanford carried uo letters 
of introduction, principally because h e 
h ad no pull. 
Jackson Wy ie th e second laid been 
to Loudon freq uently , so h e found 
th ings th ere much to h is liking. 
He 
h ad 
friends 
with 
h eadq uarters

Prince’s and Romano's wh o were de­ 
ligh ted to entertain so prominent an 
American. Ills letters gave h im entree 
to th e clubs and paved h is way so­ 
cially wh erever lie ch ose to go. 
It was Hanford's first trip 
lie ar­ 
rived with noth ing but a grip full of 
blue prints and no destination outside 
of th e parliament buildings, wh ere h e 
counted 
upon 
finding 
th e 
liarrata 
bridge commission eagerly awaiting 
h is estimates. 
Instead h e fsiiled not 
only to find th e commission, but any ­ 
body wh o knew any th ing about it. He 
did locate th e offices finally to discover 
th at it was merely a forwarding ad 
dress. He was informed th at tlie com­ 
mission h ad convened once and lienee

New Haven. Conn., Aug. 23.—Former 
United 
States 
Senator Morgan 
G. 
Bulkeiey , president of the Aetna Life 
Insurance company of Hartford, Conn., 
in the special stockholders’ meeting 
of the New Haven road held here, 
attacked the plan of the directors to 
let a sy ndicate formed by J. P. Mor­ 
gan & Co., underwrite the bond issue 
at a commission of 2 % per cent, of 
which Mr. Morgan personally receives 
per cent. Mr. Morgan defended the 
plait. 
Howard Elliott, President Mellen’s 
successor, also spoke, and the bond 
and stock issues were voted with 9 12,- 
754 shares in'favor and 6,354 opposed. 
Charles M. Brooker, who is a director, 
was elected chairman. 
The formal resolution for issuing 
the $67,552,400 in convertible deben­ 
ture bonds and 675,524 shares of cap­ 
ital stock was offered by Eli W hitney 
of this city , member of the stockhold­ 
ers’ protective committee^ and was put 
to a vote. 
A. Max ey Miller of New 
Haven asked to know if a sy ndicate 
was to underwrite the bonds, and if so 
what it would receive. 
John P. Mor­ 
gan of New York was asked to ex plain, 
and said: 
“The New Haven road knew that it 
would have to have $40,000,000 by Dec. 
1 and $5,000,000 by Jan. 1. The direc­ 
tors thought it better that the stock­ 
holders be given their first chance to 
take necessary bonds, but wanted to 
be sure of getting the money . 
They 
asked if I thought a sy ndicate could be 
formed to underwrite this issue, and T 
replied that I thought it doubtful, in 
view oflMhe present conditions. 
Later 
I found^jt eould be done. We, that is, 
J. P. Morgan & Co., formed the sy ndi­ 
cate, and we are to receive 2 % per 
cent for running the m atter, under­ 
writing and so forth*” 
Reoese was taken in absence of fur­ 
ther rem arks for the casting of ballots, 
and during this time Morgan G. Bulke- 
ley arrived. 
He gained the floor and 
said he regretted that he was not in 
time to amend the resolution as he had 
intended. He hrought.out by q uestions 
addressed to the directors that con­ 
tracts had been made by the ex ecutive 
committee of the board of directors 
with J. P. Morgan & Co., but that the 
full board had not passed upon the 
contract, and said: 
“We are^confronted today with con­ 
tracts purporting to have been legally 
made by our ex ecutive commjttee with 
one of its own number, by which his 
firm will receive $1.600,000 commission 
for doing what could be done by the 
treasurer’s departm ent of this com­ 
pany , without the interference of any 
Wall street agents. 
I speak for a 
l^trge stock interest and a larger bond 
Interest, and I call this a wild and ex ­ 
travagant idea to pay such commis­ 
sion. 
Six per-cent interest is tem pta­ 
tion large enough for the stock and 
bond holders, and certainly for the 
general public.A 
Mr. Bul&eley then read a resolution 
to the effect that it was the ex pression 
of the wigpf.ing that when bond isSues 
were to” ue made the directors first 
o ffe r the bonds to the stockholders di­ 
rectly , without employ ing any under­ 
writing sy ndicate, and after the stock­ 
holders had taken all they wanted, if 
any remained they be disposed of 
through a sy ndicate. 
It was not al­ 
lowed, because one of the directors de­ 
manded a stock vote. 
Mr. Bulkeiey ex plained that he knew 
a stock vote would defeat it. He said: 
“ You have the votes; y ou can do as 
y ou like. 
W hat I want is not to get 
action, but to get this passed upon as 
an ex pression of the opinion of this 
meeting.” 
* 
The by -laws provide that a stock 
vote may be demanded. 
It was not 
taken, however. 
Governor Bulkeiey 
criticised the stockholders’ protective 
committee, say ing: 
“The interests which control it are 
the same which control the whole 
scheme.” 
“W hat 'whole scheme do y ou refer 
to?” was asked by one of the directors. 
“The financial scheme revealed in 
the entitre recent policy of this com­ 
pany , the scheme of ex pansion, ex ­ 
ploitation, 
ex travagance 
and 
Wall 
■treet control.” 


ZAPATA I S REPORTED DEAD 


Said to Hav e Been Ex ecuted For Slay ­ 
ing Federal Emissary . 
El Paso, Tex ., Aug. 23.—General 
Castro, commanding the federal gar­ 
rison in Juarez, has received a mes­ 
sage from the Mex ican secretary of 
war, declaring that Emilio Zapata, the 
rebel leader in southern Mexico, had 
been captured and ex ecuted, and that 
he had furnished proo^.to his captors 
that he had ex ecuted Colonel Pascual 
Orozco, father of the former rebel lead­ 
er, who is now a Huerta commander 
In Chihuahua.

force this Bry anite beverage on his 
guests, to whom the usual wines are 
served. 
These facts have leaked out 
since he returned from his vacation 
cruise. 
It is reported that the kaiser 
did not touch any alcoholic beverage 
throughout his northern cruise. 
Per­ 
sons who are in close contact with him 
say that this is the result of the' em­ 
peror’s conviction that alcohol lessens 
the working capacity of a man. 
He 
often ex presses the opinion to mem­ 
bers of his entourage that immoderate 
drinking is one of the greatest factors 
in retarding the development of na­ 
tions. 
Some time ago the kaiser demanded 
the latest alcoholic statistics as to sui­ 
cides, accidents and crimes which re­ 
sulted from immoderate drinking. Af­ 
ter a study of these statistics he ex ­ 
perimented on himself and found that 
even small q uantities of liq uor les­ 
sened his energy and capacity for 
work, whereupon with characteristic 
impulsiveness, he cut out alcohol en­ 
tirely .

Congress, and came to Washington 
of that mind, but the executive com- 
mittee of the National Tariff Com- 
mission Association convinced him of 
Watson's sincerity and ability to ad- 
vance the cause. Miles said that be- 
fore coming to Washington he did 
not know the views of Watson, but 
assumed he was standing against a 
tariff commission.

RULES OF TOLERANCE GIVEN 


Three-thirty-seconds of an inch to 


the Yard is Allowed. Instruc- 


tions to Inspectors. -' 


, The old-time tacks in tbe couufcer 


of a dry goods store for measuring 
purposes are no longer permitted by 
the state, under 
tlie weights and 


measures law. H. E. Barnard, state 
food and drug inspector, who is also 
stats commissioner of weights and 
measures, has issued a pamphlet con- 
taining' instructions to county and 
city seajers, in which is set forth 
the »ew weights and measures law, 
also the rules and regulations pre- 
pared by himself for the guidance of 
the inspectors. 


Instead of driving tacks in the 


•counter for measuring dry goods, 
the measuring must now be done with 
some other measuring device, such as 
a yard stiek, steel tape, etc. A varia- 
tion of not more than one-thirty-see- 
ond of an inch is allowable in a yard 
of Measured material, measured with 
a tape IB other words, the measur- 
ing must be accurate, and the pur- 
chaser must get what he pay» for. On 
all measures of Itngth except tape, 
the tol«rance is three-thfrty-seeonds 
of an inch to the yard. 


The tolerance in liquid measures is 


.9 of a. cubit 
in«h 
or four fluid 


drachms te th» gallon. If the vari- 
ance is found to be groater than 
these figures in any liquid 
measure 


tested, the tester is directed to eon- 
ii«nn it. 


In a pimt milk bottle the tolerance 


permitted is throe drachms and in a 
quart bottle it is four draclims. 
' 


The tolerance in a pint- berry box 


is one cubic inch and in a quart it 
M two cubic inches. 
The pamphlet 


says the following kinds of faulty 
berry boies are likely to be encoun- 
tered: Bariy boxes made of two 
overlapping strips of wood, the in- 
»er one being preswed up so rfs to 
raise the bottom; small 
half-pmt 


boxes, aome of wood and some of 
metal; berry boxes 
with inserted 


bottom placed too high; berry boxes 
•with sides drawn in at the bottom; 
berry boxes 
ordered 
as 
"snide," 


"shallow snide," "short snide" and 
"North Carolina quarts." 


A bushel «rate for 
apples, pears, 


plums, peaches and other fruits not 
secondarily contained in 
quart 
or 


other boxes within such crate, shall 
have an interior 
capacity 
of one 


bushel, heaped measure, which is 
construed to be fonty quarts. 
The 


same is applicable to fruits, 
vege- 


table* and other dry 
commodities 


oiislniiimariiy sold by heaped meas- 
ure. 
But in all cases 
where the 


•weight a bsshel or fractional part 


thereof is establisked by law, and full 
net -weight shall be required. 


These measures are the standard 


measures for fruits, vegetables and 
other dry commodities customarily 
sold by heaped measure. 


The pamphlet contains full instruc- 


tions to inspectors as to how they 
shall test all measures and scales 
and condemn those that are found 
to be faulty. 
Each 
measure 
and 


scale must be inspected not 
fewer 


times than twice a year, 
and 
the 


standards used by the inspector in 
making the tests are to be submitted 
to a test by the state commission at 
least once in two years.

Watermelon Demand This Season is 


Greater Than in Many Years in 


Rushville. 


MUSKMELONS AT 
PREMIUM 


Both Friits as OH as Civilization, 


One Coming From Africa and 


Other From Asia. 


This is the open season for the cu- 


cuinis melo and the citrullus vnlgaris. 
Every grocery store in Rushville is 
having a run on them. At many of 
the stores the demand is greater than 
the supply. 


No, the cucumis melo is not a new- 


kind of breakfast food, and the citrul- 
lus vulgaris is not a new kind of 
marmalade. 
Cucumis melo and ci- 


trullus vulgaris 
are 
the 
scientific 


names respectively of the mnskmelon 
and the watermelon. 


No one is likely to deny that this 


is the open season on these two pop- 
ular products of the truck patches. 
The local grocers state that they 
never saw the market better. Rush- 
ville is consuming a fourth of a car 
load of watermelons a day now, and 
muskineloiis are in eveu greater de- 
mand. 


The watermelon market has been 


boomiNg for about two weeks—ever 
since Indiana melons began to come 
in. The niuskmelon market has been 
good all summer. It is said that the 
quality of these fruits 
was never 


finer than it is this j»:ar. 


Not many persons stop to find them 


out but there are a lot of interesting 
facts about muskmelons and water- 
melons. 


Tho maslunelon is an annual trail- 


ing herb which has been introduced 
by ntan into all tropical, sub-tropical 
and many temperate climates. 
The 


beginning of its use as an article of 
food is lost iu the mists of antiquity. 
It is known that the muskmelon or- 
iginated 111 Asia, probably in south- 
ern China or India* There are num- 
erous varieties of it, the best known 
of which are the cantaloupensis (the 
cantaloupes, or rock melons) and the 
reticulatus (the nutmeg^ or 
netted 


meloas.) 


During! the closing decade of-the 


nineteenth century the demand for 
highly 
flavored 
muskmelons 
was? 


greatly increased by the appearance 
in *e eastern markets of the Kocky- 
ford melon, a small fruit grown in 
Colorado. Its appearance in large 
quantities drew public attention to 
numerous other melons of high flavor, 
nnd brought on their cultivation ow 
an extensive scale. The Roekyford 
melon continues a gret favorite and 
Colorado is still the great cantaloupe 
state, but the 
Imperial 
valley in 


southern California is producing in 
large quantities muskmelons of un- 
surpassed excellence. 


Anyone could guess of what coun- 


try the watermelon is a native. Of 


Africa, of course. The colored race 
and the watermelon have been closely 
associated as far back as the history 
of either, of them extends. 


The watermelon, like" the 
musk- 


melon, has been introduced into many 
climates. In the United States, the 
principal 
watermelon 
producing 


states are Georgia and Colorado, but 
watermelons are grown extensively hi 
all southern states, and 
some of 


short season varieties 
have been 


grown successfully as far-north 
as 


Michigan and Ontario. 


The watermelon has much better 


shipping qualities than the muskmel- 
on, since the tough-rined kinds may 
be placed in cars two or more feet 
deep the smaller specimens upon the 
bottom, and shipped long distances. 
Muskmelons, being 'more 
delicate, 


must be barreled or crated. 


Both muskmelons and watermelons 


are used exclusively in the raw state, 
and have no by-products such as su- 
gar, vinegar, syrup or brandy. Su- 
gar has been made from watermelons 
in some warm countries, though not 
on an extenteive scale. Watermelons' 
have been grown which weighed 73 
pounds, but the average weight is not 
more than half that much.

Eherbroeke, Que., Aug. 23. — Roger 


Thompson, who was the chauffeur of 
the black touring car that whisked 
Harry 1C. Thaw out or New York state, 
forgot his orders and talked and 
(threatened. The trial of Thompson, 
arrested by immigration authorities 
charged with aiding a lunatie in cross- 
Ing the Canadian frontier, was, post- 
poned until Friday next. 


"I'm broke, and if I don't get some 


money soon I'll squeal," Thompson 
said. "I'll tell all about the flight. I'll 
smash up Thaw's defense. I'm being 
railroaded." 


That was Thompson's quaimt way of 


Informing Thaw and his counsel that 
Iis is not getting enough attention. 
(TShe one thing that counsel for Thaw 
•wants to keep to itself is the detailed 
account of the dash from Matteawan 
and the channels through which ar- 
rangements for that dash were made 
possible. 


While Thompson was telling a little 


of what he knew and hinting at a great 
deal more, Thaw, just as he did seven 
years ago while MI the Tombs, was an- 
nouncing statement that were not 
marie, talking to reporters about what 
he wanted them to say for publication, 
and quarrelling with his attorneys. 


In a word, the Thaw household was 


turn3] topsy turvy. Charles D. Whifle, 
one 'of the lawyers, left the he-spit* 
•ward at the Sherbrooke jail, where 
Thaw is quartered, scowling. Later 
he was overheard to say that he, for 
one, could not go back for several days 
at least. There also was a threatened 
break between Thaw ai*I his chief 
counsel, J.' N. Greenshields. Mr. 
Greenshields said that it only amount- 
ed to a slight difference of opinion 
over "legal procedure." 


Even at first Thaw showed a desire 


to take the bit in his teeth, but now 
he has made it known that he is direct- 
ing his own fight in Canada, had been 
directing it from the outset and would 
continue to do so. Naturally this did 
ii>t please his attorneys, among whom 
are said to be some of the brightest 
lawyers in the Dominion. 


WOOL SCHEDULE ATTACKED 


Republicans Do Not Like Democratic 


Program on Schedule K. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—For seven 


hours yesterday the senate struggled 
•with Schedule K, that has been the 
pivot on which some of the most ex- 
citing tariff debates ever heard in the 
upper house have turned. The attacks 
on the Democratic substitute for 
Schedule K were not confined to the 
regular or standpat Republicans. Sen- 
ator LaFbllette introduced a substi- 
tute carrying a duty of 15 per cent on 
raw wool and corresponding duties on 
manufactures of wool.

class is coarser wools and earners hair. 
This is to be admitted free under the 
La Follette bill.

HOUSE CAUCUS TAXES 
AN IMPORTANT STAND 


Makes Declaration Against In- 


terlocking Directorates, 


Washington, Aug. 23.—A communi- 


cation from Secretary of State W. J. 
Bryan, read in the caucus of the house 
Democrats, indorsing the administra- 
tion banking and currency bill and ex- 
pressing 
disapproval 
of proposed 


amendments by Representative Henry 
of Texas and other radicals, caused a 
big stir. The letter was read as .the 
climax of. a speech made by Repr^en- 
tafcive Glass of Virginia, in charge of 
the bill, who lashed the insurgents 
while the conservative element ap- 
plauded. 


While Mr. Bryan was appearing in 


the role of a "regular," Champ Clark, 
speaker of the house and a candidate 
for the presidential nomination before 
the Baltimore convention last year, 
however, was taking' his place among 
theiinaurgents. He voted against the 
administration and the Underwood 
leadership. 


But while the Underwood leadership, 


aided by Bryan, was successful in de- 
feating the attempt to incorporate in 
the banking bill legislation aimed at 
interlocking directors, it was obliged 
to make concessions which commit the 
party to such an/enactment A resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Underwood was 
adopted by the caucus which instructs 
the house committee on the judiciary 
to report a bill prohibiting interlock- 
ing directors, not only in national 
banks, but in railroads, industrial and 
other corporations that are engaged in 
interstate commerce. The_enactment 
of such a law will compel changes in 
the directorates of many of New 
York's big financial institutions, and 
in the directorates of many railroads 
and in^istrial corporations. There is 
little likelihood of such le^sla.tion at 
this session, but it wHl surely tome up 
in December.

Indianapolis, Aug: 23.—^Next Tues- 


day Governor Ralston will hear argu- 
ments of "lawyers on the question 
of the extradition of Walter Worth of 
Linton, Ind., to Hot Springs, Ark., 
where he is charged with the larceny 
of $20,000. The charge grows out of 
the case in which Frank P. Fox, for- 
merly ot Indianapolis, alleges that he 
was fleeced out of $20,000 at a gam- 
bling resort. Attorneys for Worth aro 
trying to find a law hy v,-hich they may 
successfully resist the granting of a 
requisition for Worth's return to 
Arkansas. 


The requisition for Worth's return 


was issued last April, but for some 
reason no request was made on the 
Indiana governor to honor the papers. 
M. C. Hamill, one of the attorneys 
seeking Worth's extradition, explained 
that Uie requisition papers were not 
presented to Governor Ralston last 
spring because Worth was then held 
at Linton on a charge of assault and 
battery with intent to kill. Hamill in- 
timated that the charge filed against 
Worth at Linton was mere subterfuge 
to prevent his return to Arkansas. He 
said that he failed to find anyone of 
the name of the prosecuting, "witness, 
and that, becoming convinced there 
was no reason for Worth's arrest at 
Lintou, he asked the prosecutor to dis- 
miss the charge in order to permit h:s 
extradition. 
The prosecutor, • he ex- 


plained, neglected to take action and 
he then requested the court to have 
the grand jury make an investigation. 
The grand jury failed to return an in- 
dictment against Worth and'the affi- 
davit which' the prosecutor had pre- 
pared was then dismissed. Mr. Hamill 
said- there were other reasons for fur- 
ther delays in requesting Worth's ex- 
tradition.

hope and a somewhat exaggerated idea 
of his own importance.

MORGAN'S PROFIT 
IN BIG BOND DEAL 


Subject of Attifck in Meeting 


of Directors, 


BUT IT MADE f-iO DIFFERENCE 


New Bond Issue of New Haven_Road 


by-Which the J. P; Morgan~Firm 
Cleans Up $1,600,000 in Commissions 
Is Attacked by Former Senator 
BuJkeley, Who Says Deal Ought to 
Have Been Engineered at Home. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 23.—Former 


United States Senator Morgan G 
Bulkeley, president of the Aetna Life 
Insurance company of HartfoFd, Cqrm.: 
in the special stockholders' meeting 
of the New Haven road held here, 
attacked the plan of the directors to 
let a syndicate formed by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., underwrite the bond issue 
at a commission of 2V?> per cent, of 
which Mr. Morgan personally receives 
%iPer cent. Mr. Morgan defended the 
plan. 


Howard Elliott, President Mellen's 


successor, also spoke, and the bond 
and stosk issues were voted with 912,- 
754 shares in'favor and 6,354 opposed. 
Charles M. Brooker, who is a director, 
was elected chairman. 


The formal resolution for issuing 


the $67,552,400 in convertible deben- 
ture bonds and 675,524 shares of cap- 
ital stock was offered by Eli Whitney 
of this city, member of the stockhold- 
ers' protective committee^ and was put 
to a vote. A. Maxey Mijler of New 
Haven asked to know if a syndicate 
was to underwrite the bonds, and If so 
what it would receive. John P. Mor- 
gan of New York was asked to explain, 
and said: 


"The New Haven road knew that it 


would have to have $40,000,000 by Dec. 
1 and $5,000,000 by Jan. 1. The direc- 
tors thought it better that the stock- 
holders be given their first chance to 
take necessary bonds, but wanted to 
be sure of getting the moneiy. They 
asked if I thought a syndicate could be 
formed to underwrite this issue, and I 
replied that I thought it doubtful, in 
view btftthe present conditions. Later 
I found^jt could be done. We, that is, 
J. P. Morgan & Co., formed the syndi- 
cate, and we are to receive 2% per 
cent for running the matter, under- 
writing and so forth*" 


Recess was taken in absence of fur- 


ther remarks for the casting of ballots, 
and during this time Morgan G. Bulke- 
ley arrived. He gained the floor and 
said he regretted that he was -not in 
time to amend the resolution as he had 
ntended. He broughtout by questions 
addressed to the directors that con- 
tracts had been made by the .executive 
committee of the board of directors 
with J. P. Morgan & Co.. but that the 
full board had not passed upon the 
contract, and said: 


"We are^confronted today with con- 


tracts purporting to have been legally 
made by our executive commjttee with 
one of its own number, by which his 
arm will receive $1,600,000 commission 
for doing what could be done by the 
treasurer's department of thfs com- 
pany, without the interference of any 
Wall street agents. 
I speak for a 


large stock interest and a larger bond 
Interest, and I call this a wild and ex- 
travagant idea to pay such commis- 
sion. Six percent interest is tempta- 
tion large enough for the stock and 
bond holders, and certainly for the 
general pubUc."^ 


Mr. Buljjsley then read a resolution 


to the effect that it was the expression 
of the jijjgting that when bond issues 
were to Tie made the directors first 
offer the bonds to the stockholders di- 
rectly, without employing any under- 
writing syndicate, and after the stock- 
holders had taken all they wanted, if 
any remained they he disposed of 
through a syndicate. It was not al- 
lowed, because one of the directors de- 
manded a stock vote. 


Mr. Bulkeley explained that he knew 


a stock vote would defeat it. He said: 
'You have the votes; you can do as 
you like. What I want is not to get 
action, but to get this passed upon as 
an expression of the opinion of this 
meeting." 
x 


The by-laws provide that a stock 


vote may be demanded. It was not 
taken, however. 
Governor Bulkeley 


criticised the stockholders' protective 
committee, saying: 


"ThFiuterests which contpol it are 


the same which control tie whole 
scheme." 


"What whole scheme do you refer 


to?" was asked by one of the directors, 


"The financial scheme revealed in 


the entftre recent policy of this com- 
pany, the scheme of expansion, ex- 
ploitation, extravagance , and 
Wall 


itreet control."

Berlin, Aug. 23.—Kaiser William has 


joined the ranks of teetolers. He has 
foresworn the fatherland's famous beer 
and cut out its choicest wines. 
His 


favorite drink is now lemonade with 
a dash of orange juice, but he does not 
force this-'-Bryanite beverage on bis 
guests, to whom the usual wines are 
served. These facts have leaked out 
since he returned from his vacation 
cruise. It is reported that the kaiser 
did not touch any alcoholic beverage 
throughout his northern cruise. Per- 
sons who are in close contact with him 
say that this is the result of the'' em- 
peror's conviction that alcohol lessens 
the working capacity of a man. He 
often expresses the opinion to mem- 
bers of his entourage that immoderate 
drinking is one of the greatest factors 
in retarding the development of na- 
tions. 


Some time ago the kaiser demanded 


the latest alcoholic statistics as to sui- 
cides, accidents and crimes which re- 
sulted from immoderate drinking. Af- 
ter a study of these statistics he ex- 
perimented on himself and found that 
even small quantities of liquor les- 
sened his energy and capacity for 
work, whereupon with characteristic 
impulsiveness, he cut out alcohol en- 
tirely. 
He never misses an opportu- 


nity to decant on the value of temper- 
ance, and the result is that the mem- 
bers of his suite who like their wine 
touch it lightly when drinking in his 
presence. 


While he was swearing in the naval 


recruits at AVillielmshaven recently 
the emperor took occasion to deliver a 
lecture on temperance and drank a 
toast to water. He also recently told 
army officers who asked if there would 
be any objection if his health were 
drunk in water, that on the contrary 
ne would be well pleased.

Oscar Lively, trainmaster, took a 


car out of Indianapolis and made a 
trip to Greensburg this morning, it 
was reported. 


I. & C. officials say that the train- 


men are the only men on the I. & C. 
who have received an 
increase in 


wages. They formerly were only on 
a regular scale, but they contended 
that the men with more experience 
should have more money than 
the 


men with less experience. This re- 
sulted in the I. & C. putting on,,?)., 
sliding scale for trainmen, the miui- 
mum being twenty cents an hour and 
the maximum thirty cents an hour. 


The striking trainmen were very 


reticent this morning. None of them 
would say whether or not he was a 
member of the union. As one striker 
put it: "We do not think it would be 
advisable to say just at this time," 
and as another said: "I don't know 
whether 
I am a 
member of 
the 


union." 


The I. & 0. officials were making 


no attempt to learn what men were 
affiliated with the 
union and what 


men were not. All they ask was that 
if the I. & C. trainmen had any griev- 
ances, that they present them to the 
company. 


Charles L. Henry, in an interview 


given out in Indianapolis yesterday, 
took the position that he had receiv- 
ed no complaint from his men and 
that as fur as he knew all of them 
were satisfied with conditions on the 
road as they now are. He said the 
I. & C. employed fifty-two trainmen. 


The 
demands which the 
union 


wishes to arbitrate embody a raise 
in wage scale from 30 to 35 cents an 
hour, the adoption of a 
nine-hour 


day and a three-man crew on cars 
carrying baggage. 
The wages now 


paid by all the roads are 21 to ,'iO 
cents an hour, a coat increase for 
each year of service. 


There are about six hundred and 


twenty-five motormen and conduct- 
ors employed on all the roads. Eezin 
Orr, treasurer of the Amalgamated 
Association, said 90 per cent of the 
men were organized, but traction of- 
ficials say they do not believe their 
men are organized to that extent.
